chase; that the brokers who sold these 
positions as teachers were the janitor 
of one of the public 
schools

a 


hotel waiter; that after the money or 
approved 
notes were in their possess- 


ion, they in no instance 
failed to re- 


deem 
their promise, 
and that 
they 


really controlled the places they sold. 
But the singular 
part of the whole 


transaction is, that this broker-janitor 
and 
his 
head 
assistant, 
the 
hotel 


waiter, were doing business 
solely on 


their 
own 
account, 
without 
the 


knowledge 
or consent 
of 
a 
single 


member of the Board. 
The Investi- 


gating Committee 
found 
these 
facts 


and reported 
them. 
They went even 


further, and recommended 
the imme- 


diate discharge of those teachers?five 
women and two men ?who had 
pur- 


chased 
their positions. 
The sugges- 


tions were acted 
upon and 
the unfor- 


tunate 
teachers 
who had purchased 


places 
that they 
were 
assured 
they 


could only obtain 
by purchase, were 


promptly 
and 
energetically 
thrown 


out of employment. 
This sort of "in- 


vestigation" 
and verdict 
may be sat- 


isfactory to the Board; under the cir- 
cumstances 
it is probably 
the 
best 


that could be had. 
But it had a bad 


aspect?a 
suspicious, guilty look?and 


we doubt ifthe sober, thinking public 
will accept it as all right. 
It seems 


so strange 
that these 
applicants 
for 


positions 
as teachers 
could 
not find 


favor 
in the eyes of the Board until 


they employed 
the services 
of the 


waiter-broker, 
and 
that they should 


succeed 
so easily and
